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Dr. Donat J. Taddeo named new Dean of Concordia’s 
Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science

has been especially active in the area of cultural communities and the analysis of Québec 
education issues as portrayed in the media. 


Dr. Taddeo has held several administrative positions at Loyola College and Concordia 
University, including serving as Dean, Division 1, Faculty of Arts and Science from 1980 to 
1985. He has been directly involved in educational issues as a Commissioner and executive 
member of the Montréal Catholic School Commission, President of the National Congress of 
Italian Canadians (Québec Region) and a member of several Immigration and Cultural 
Communities and Ministry of Education task forces. In 1988, Taddeo was appointed 
Québec’s Delegate General in Italy by the Ministére des Affaires internationales du Québec. 
Dr. Taddeo is an Associate Professor in the Department of Communication Studies at 
Concordia. 


Dr. Taddeo replaces Dr. M.N.S. Swamy, who returned to teaching on June 1 1993 after 
sixteen years of dedicated service as Dean of the Faculty. Rector and Vice-Chancellor 
Patrick Kenniff has been serving as interim Dean until the Board of Governor’s appointment 
today.
